SCHOOL COMMITTER’S REPORT. 


At the commencement of the year, Rev. W. W. Smith was 
chosen Superintending School Committee. On account of poor 
health and other duties, he resigned. I was appointed, and as- 
sumed the responsibility May 20th, 1872. Mr. Smith had ex- 
amined most of the teachers and visited several schools prior 
to my appointment. In order toa good understanding of their 
condition, at an early day I visited all of them. As a general 
thing, the districts have been fortunate in securing competent 
teachers. Improvements, in several instances, have been made 
in the school-houses. Three things combined almost always 
make pleasant schools—good school-houses, good teachers, and 
good scholars. Everybody understands that ¢act of a certain 
kind, or skilful strategy, is important for successful teaching, 
An indifferent scholar may be a fine disciplinarian, while 
one ranking high in dock knowledge may utterly fail in that 
adaptedness essential in a first-class teacher. Often our schools 
are deficient in government. Shall we say this is wholly the 
fault of the teachers? May not our home discipline, in very 
many cases, for this be responsible ? 

In behalf of the teachers, allow me to tender thanks to the 
parents and friends, generally, who have the past year visited 
the schools, thereby showing so much interest in their welfare, 


District No. 1, 


Ist Term, 7 weeks—Miss Ella F. Whitcomb, teacher. One 
of our largest schools. Three times visited,—once by my pre- 
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decessor, twice by myself. Though somewhat backward, we 
found fine scholars here. Judging from their diligence in study, 
we have no doubt this school will, ere long, become one of the 
best. , 

2d Term, 7 weeks—Taught by Miss Whitcomb, who fully 
sustained the reputation she so justly won at the first. 

3d Term—Now in session. Miss Lottie M. Newton, teacher, 
appeared well. Miss N. is well reported of in previous schools. 


District No. 2. 


lst Term—Miss Laura Etta Huntington, teacher. The first 
attempt at teaching by Miss H. From her quiet manner and 
thoroughness in imparting instruction, I prophesy she will 
make one of our finest teachers. Length of school, 8 weeks. 
No. 2 is in urgent need of a new school-house. 

2d Term, commenced by Miss H., presented at first visit an 
attractive look. Ill health, perhaps occasioned by over-exer- 
tion, I regret to say, obliged this teacher in six weeks to aban- 
don her post. The remaining six weeks Mr. Dennis R. Chase 
finished. He has a good reputation, and doubtless entered into 
as well as carried out Miss Huntington’s plans. Greatly to my 
disappointment, the roads being blockaded with snow, it was 
out of my power to make this school a final visit. 


District No. 3. 


Miss Carrie L. Morse, teacher of 1st term. Length of school, 
8 weeks. Miss M. is one of our best instructors—commands 
the respect of her pupils. | 

Winter Term—Taught also by Miss M. I commend the 
idea of retaining a teacher so thoroughly desirable as this one 


proved to be. 
District No. 4. 


1st Term, of 8 weeks, kept by Miss Nettie M. Peabody. One 
of our best schools—fine scholars here. Both teacher and pupils 
did themselves credit at the closing examination. 

2d Term—Taught by Miss Elvira J. Buckman, who brought 
all her former experience and fine faculty of imparting knowl-
